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Maine Larmer. 
Retrospection and Good-Bye. * 


With this issue of the MAINE FARMER, 
my editorial connection with the paper 
ceases. Itis nearly twelve years since I 
entered the FARMER office as general and 
news editor, and nearly five since I first 











-took charge of the Agricultural department. 


Of the success I have achieved in this lat- 
ter and somewhat circumscribed field of 
literary labor, others must be the judges. 
The five last volumes of the FARMER con- 
tain it all, and while I have not been with- 
out my discouragements, I have had fre- 
quent gratifying evidences of the approba- 
tion of many of the readers of the FARMER 
In dealing with questions pertaining to life 
upon the farm, I have endeavored so far as 
has been practicable, to put myself in the 
farmer's place, and this, my early practical 
experience upon the farm, has enabled me 
all the better todo. I know of the isola- 
tion of farm life; its lonesomeness, its dis- 
couragements, its hard untiring toil, and I 
knew all these when work upon the farm was 
a different and much more difficult employ- 
ment than it is now. Knowing these things 
from actual experience, and how many 
adverse circumstances frequently attend 
the best directed efforts, my ideal farmer 
bas never been an impossible one, as is 
quite frequently the case with those who 
write agriculture without having person- 
ally tried it; my beau ideal of a farmer is 
the one who hopefully studies and works, 
who perseveres and overcomes all obstacles 
which are not in their nature insurmounta- 
ble, und who achieves a good degree of 
success in spite of adverse circumstances. 

In my conduct of the FarRMER, I have 
aimed to be practical, though | have en- 
deavored to keep in mind and carry into 
my work, the fact that the correct princi- 
ples of science as applied to agriculture, 
are not only practical but absolutely essen- 
tial to success. There are still some farm- 
ers who keep in the ruts worn by their 
ancestors, who deny that there has been 
any real progress in agriculture and who 
sneer at “book farming,” but their num- 
bers are few and are growing beautifully 
less, and wherever they are, though they 
may work hard and be prudent to penu- 
riousness, they are not prosperous... I have 
endeavored to be as conservative as has 
been consistent with intelligent progress. 
I have had no hobbies to ride, no doubtful 
projects to recommend, and so have been 
obliged to take no backward steps; it has 
been my aim to keep the readers of the 
FARMER well posted on everything going 
on in the farming world; to keep them 
informed upon all new inventions calcu- 
lated to lighten the burden of the farmer. 
and upon all new and improved methods of 
doing farm work. While I have written 
upon a great variety of topics, there have 
really been but few subjects to which | 
have earnestly called the attention of the 
readers of the paper, and upon these I have 
written quite frequently, believing that 
their importance démanded “line upon line 
and precept upon precept.” These topics 
I will now briefly recapitulate, and it is by 
them that I must chiefly be judged. 

I have advocated mixed husbandry, and 
tried to impress upon the farmers of Maine 
the importance of producing, so far as is 
possible, all they need for the support of 
their families upon the farm. This first, and 
then consider what specialty is best in their 
line, as a cash crop, and govern themselves 
accordingly. 

I have advocated thorough and clean cul- 
tivation, and that it is far better to get 
seventy-five toa hundred bushels of corn 
from one acre than the same amount from 
two; that it is poor economy to half dress 
and half cultivate large areas; in other 
words, that there is more profit in thor- 
oughly manuring and cultivatiog a small 
area, than in half dressing and cultivating 
a large one. 

I have discouraged the still too frequent 
practice of selling hay off the farm, and 
have advised instead, the keeping of more 
stock, of consuming upon the farm all the 
hay and fodder grown upon it, as being 
equally profitable for the time being, and 
much better in a long run; I have tried to 
impress the fact and demonstrate it, that 
the farmer who sells his hay is gradually 
disposing of his farm, or its fertility at any 
rate, which amounts to the same thing in 
the end. 

I have advocated raising young stock for 
beef, procuring a good breed, a cross of 
the Durham and Hereford, keeping the 

growing until they are two and a 
half years old, and then selling them to 
the butcher. I believe this to be more pro- 
fitable than selling hay and running out the 
farm. 

Lhave recommended green manuring as 
a means of restoring fertility to partly 
exhausted fields and pastures, and I fully 
believe in its efficacy. To meet the same 
end, I have advocated more sheep upon the 
farm, ‘the animal with the golden hoof.” 


value of the different feeding stuffs which 


tion, will be an important Maine industry. 

I have suggested that to keep the boys 
and girls on the farm and make them con- 
tented, the home should be made pleasant 
and attractive; and in connection with this. 
that the surplus money made from the 
farm should be expended in permanent im- 
provements upon it; that it should be 
regarded as a family homestead, to be im- 
proved and made better in every possible 
way, and transmitted from father to son; 
that to meet the increased expenses of liv- 
ing, there should be better cultivation and 
more of it, and that this is made possible 
by the improved methods of cultivation 
and improved farm implements and machin- 
ery of more recent times. 

I have advocated rotation of crops by 
some intelligent system, the judicious use 
of commercial fertilizers, associated dairy- 
ing, butter-making in winter to meet the 
popular demand, kindness to and proper 
care of all domestic animals, economy and 
frugality, and a due regard to the rights of 
others. I have recommended organization 
for social and other purposes, and espec- 
jally the Grange as being the best of all 
farmers’ organizations. I have advocated 
temperance, morality and guod citizenship. 
All these and various other subjects have 
from time to time furnished topics for dis- 
cussion in these columns, and food for 
thought. If I have not presented the sub- 
jects ably, I have done it conscientiously 
and according to the light and talent | 
possess. 

My intercourse with the patrons of the 
FARMER has invariably been agreeable, and 
the happy hours [ have spent at the festi- 
vals, in the homes and at the firesides of 
the farmers of Maine, will always be pleas- 
urably remembered. I now sever the con- 
nection which has so long existed between 
us as editor and reader, with the keenest 
regret. My successor is a practical 
farmer, and an able agricultural writer. 
and has been long and favorably known to 
the readers of the paper. both as a corre- 
spondent and in connection with our State 
agricultural organizations. The agricul- 
tural department of the FARMER will not 
suffer in his hands. With the next number, 
the paper is to be enlarged and in many 
respects improved, to keep abreast of the 
time; it should receive a large accession to 
its already large list of patrons. In con- 
clusion, I will only add that my relations 
with publishers, editors, agents and office 
help, have ever been of the pleasantest 
kind, and I leave the establishment with 
the kindest good wishes forall. It only 
remains for me to say Good-Bye, and may 
God bless the farmers of Maine.

EARLS EY Ble Sets, 
Winter Foeding. 

Mr. Ledyard of Fernwood Farm, New 
York, contributes an article to the Breed- 
ers’ Gazette, from which we make the fol- 
lowing abstract and extracts: 

“In summer all the natural foods are full 
of moisture, supplying the cow with the 
liquid, without which the secretion of milk 
cannot be sustained. It will not answer to 
permit a cow in milk to eat dry hay all day 
and night, and then take gallons of cold 
water into her system at one time, and be 
chilled until her back curls up like a cat's 
and every hair stands on end. Not oniy 
should water be given two or three times a 
day, but a large amount of the food rations 
are better given moistened, to imitate as 
far as possible the natural grasses. 

Many expedients are tried to make winter 
feeds, but there are fatal errors in a large 
proportion of them. It would weary the 
reader to follow the various experiments 
tried by the writer in producing a satisfac- 
tory winter feed for butter, and he will only 
mention the system now in use in his sta- 
bles, saying that it leaves nothing to be 
desired, the butter made from it in winter 
being in all respects equal to the summer 
preduction. 

The hay cured early is passed through a 
cutter and cut not very short, as the only 
reason for chaffing it is to secure the easy 
mixing of feeds with it, and preventing 
waste. If itis cut very short, the cattle 
chew on the ends and are annoyed by sore 
mouths ; two or three inches is short enough 
and of course there isa great economy in 
reducing the number of cuts toa third or a 
quarter of the ordinary chaffiog. When 
cut the hay is spread on a mixing floor, and 
one part corn-meal and two parts of good 
| bran or middlings are mixed with it to as 
large an amount as it is desired to feed. In 
this floor a trap opens and the mixture 
falls through a hopper into a he@rizontal box 
that is hung on trunnions in the feeding 
stable below. This box revolves, and 
through one trunnion an iron pipe is carried 
with a turning joint. This pipe goes to 
one corner of the box, and in that corner 
the entire length of the box, and it is 
pierced with small holes. ‘ 

A tight cover is clamped on the opening. 
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most satisfactory. If wellcured golden 
millet is cut with the hay, in proportion of 
about one-third, it gives butter a most 
desirable character. 

Cornstalks will make milk, and that milk 
will make butter; but it will be very infe- 
rior. Oat meal also damages the quality 
of butter, and so does oil meal if fed in any 
quantity. Indeed, by skillful feeding, but- 
ter may be wonderfully improved, or, by 
‘indifference, ruined; and no one intending 
to make the best can neglect the details of 
food, water and fresh air. Cattle fed as 
indicated, do not seem to need roots; the 
food being full of moisture and juices, 
keeps them in full health and vigor, while 
the flow of milk is very continuous, getting 
with fall cows a fresh start in the spring on 
early grass. 

The yield of a herd in winter will show 
less in pounds of milk, but the actual result 
in cream and butter will probably equal 
that of a summer dairy, especially if the 
latter is carried without preparation for the 
late summer months. The percentage of 
cream will be quite largely in excess of the 
summer average; and if the product is 
well managed, and sold where luxuries are 
appreciated, the price of the butter should 
be not less than double that obtained when 
butter is produced in excess by the myriad 
summer factories and by the oleomargarine 
class of producers. °

Farm Stock at State College. 


As people who do not have an opportu- 
nity of calling at College Farm may desire 
to know something of its stock, | send you 
a few notes regerding it. 

Of cattle there are forty animals, as 
follows: two bulls, twenty-four cows and 
fourteen younger animals. Of tuese, twenty - 
four are thoroughbred. ‘‘he Shorthorn 
herd consists of five animals, at the head 
uf which is the two years old bull Handy, 
well made and of good milking family. ‘The 
cows, Tulip 4th, and Rose 8th, each com- 
vine in a rare degree the ability to furnish 
ooth wilk and flesh, and are good specimens 
of the breed. Lhe younger animals give 
evidence of future worth. Although the 
Shorthorn herd is as yet small in number, 
our aim is to increase it as fast as circum- 
stances will admit. 

In the herd of Cattle Club Jerseys, there 
are eight animals. The service bull *‘Silver 
Blanket,” is a large bodied, low built, tine 
limbed fellow with an exceedingly thin, 
soft skin and fine coat. His dam was Cora 
Parks, No. 3781, and his sire “Duke of 
somerset,” No. 1886, both bred by H. D 
Parker of Massachusetts. The cow *Col- 
les,” No. 5063, from Naomi, No. 983, by 
Euclid, No. 520, and her daughter ‘linnie, 
No. 18015, by Royal Turk, No. 2222, are 
handsome fawn and white, full chested 
animals weighing twelve hundred pounds 
each, but with their large development 
there is nothing that indicates coarsness, 
indeed it is only among animals possessing 
such physical capacity combined with ample 
well balanced udders and prominent veins 
that deep producers are found. The young 
cow “‘Eizeletta,” No. 18610, from Tinnie, 
as above, is almost an exact reproduction 
of her dam and equally as promising. Her 
last heifer, now some ten moaths old, is 
worthy of special note. ‘*Hesta Hart” and 
“Helen Hart,” ome a daughter and the 
other a grandaughter of old imported 
“Hebe,” No. 489, both by Cortez No. 1376, 
are large, and in color squirrel grey and 
white. Helen’s yield of milk for the year 
ending May Ist last, was 6702 lbs. 11 oz. 
These two cows are in a direct line of an- 
cestry with *"Mary Anne of St. Lamberts,” 
who is attracting so much notice in Jersey 
circles at the present time for her large 
yield of butter. A young bull very rich in 
Rex and Champion blood, has lately been 
added to the herd for future use. 

‘The herd of Maine Jerseys contain twelve 
registered animals. ‘These are all young, 
none being over four years of age and 
seven of them in milk, They have been 
selected and bred with special reference to 
butter capacity—the only tfuc value of 
Jersey stock when coupled with thorough 
breeding. From this little band of young 
animals, some of which 1 enumerate, it is 
hoped we have the nucleus for a successful 
herd. Highland Belle 2d, No. 683; Orono 
Pansy, No. 968; Juno, No. 688; Juliette, 
No. 510; Nildred, No. 969; Hyacinth, No. 
970; Augusta, No. 965; Maud, No. 942; 
Kdith, No. 1012. 

In addition to these three lots of thorough- 
breds, there is a herd of cross-breeds which 
illustrates the propriety of uniting those 
breeds which have qualities in common. 
This cross-bred herd was established by 
breeding a thoroughbred Ayrshire— a de- 
cendent of the importation made by 8. L. 
Goodale, years agu—with a full blood Jer- 
sey of the Maj. ward stock. The heifers 
of this first cruss were bred to bulls of the 
largest producing families of Maine Jerseys 
and the same course continued with the 
heifers of the subsequent generations, breed- 
ing them only to pure blooded bulls. ‘The 
cows and heifers now comprising the herd 
are from seven-eights Jersey and one-eighth 
Ayrshire, up to thirty-one thirty-second 
Jersey, and one thirty-second Ayrshire and

Bee Eeeping.—No. 7. 


THE PRODUCTS OF THE APIARY. 


The natural products of the honey bee, in 
a commercial pojnt of view, are wax and 
honey ; but as a matter of fact, honey alone 
is the real product, for the reason that wax 
is made from honey. When a colony of 
bees is newly hived, the first step taken to- 
ward furnishing anew home is to com- 
pletely fill it with comb. A normal colony 
of workers is divided into three classes, viz. : 
foragers, comb builders and nurses. What 
a wonderful evidence of economy in nature 
is here shown. The newly hatched bees 
that fora number of days are unable to 
leave the hive, still have their daily round 
of duties assigned to them, which they are 
ever ready to perform: not an idle worker 
is tolerated in the hive, but each individual 
of the colony is constantly busy about its 
regular duties. A complete system of 
division of labor is maintained, and all the 
operations connected with the work of the 
hive are carriedon promptly and without 
any jarring or clashing, or impeding of 
each uther. All know their duties; and all 
are constant and regular in the perform- 
ance of them. 

The just hatched brood, to résume, are 
the nurses, and on them devolves the duty 
of caring for the eggs and brood until it 
hatches out, and in its turn when hatched, 
performs the duties which it is fully quali- 
fied to do. Another set of workers are con- 
stantly engaged in forming wax. This 
peculiar substance, of which the honey- 
comb is composed, is made from honey. 
Those of the bees whose duty it is to attend 
to this branch of the business, eat large 
quantities of honey, and by some, as yet 
unknown chemical operation, these scales 
exude from under the wings or articula- 
tions of the insect, which scales are at once 
taken and used in the process of building 
comb. Another wonderful instance of econ- 
omy in labor, is shown in the fact that 
heney gathering and comb building are 
simultaneous operations; the instant the 
flow of honey ceases, comb building ceases 
also, the bees seeming to have an instinctive 
aes ones that nearly approaches reason, 
feel that it will not answer to waste any of 
the nectar gathered by such assiduous 
labor in making comb for which they can 
have no use. The comb to be used is used 
not only as a place of deposit for the gath- 
ered honey, but also as a receptacle for the 
eggs laid by the queen. But still, again, 
the wonderful instinct of the bees is shown 
in the fact that the production of brood 
stops at once also, when the flow of honey 
ceases. So it will be seen that there is no 
occasion for comb building, when no honey 
is being gathered. Comb building is carried 
forward by night as well as by day. At 
times the flow of honey is so great that the 
comb builders cannot keep ahead of the 
honey gatherers; thus a loss might result, 
were it not that during the night, comb 
building is carried rapidly forward, and 
thus sufficient reom is provided for any 
amount of honey that can possibly be 
brought in. 

The lover of nature’s works, cannot help 
being filled with wonder at the many vari- 
ous sights he will meet with by closely 
watching his apiary, and noting the peculiar 
way manner in which bis bees perform 
their various duties and labors; neither can 
he help feeling that all this is not the result 
of chance, but that an overruling hand is 
guiding and directing the many and various 
operations that are constantly being carried 
on, and his heart must be filled with love 
and reverence for that all wise creative 
power, that watches over, guides and pro- 
tects us, and which never passes by the 





even ‘the sparrow’s fall.” 
SWARMING AND HIVING. 


During the latter part of May, or early 
in June, depending upon the locality. and 
the forwardvess of the season, our hives 
become filled to repletion with bees, brood 
and stores, and something must be done to 
give relief, else the colony will be doomed 
to idleness. Nature has provided that the 
honey -bee must live in colonies, in order 
that a large number may create and main- 
tain sufficient heat within the hive to enable 
them to perform their daily work. Nature 
has also provided that when the cdlony 
becomes so large that its hive can no longer 
contain them comfortably and economi- 
cally, that a portion shall leave, seek a new 
home and thus make room in plenty for 
those that are left behind. The portion 
that so leaves is called a swarm, and in 
order that all the various operations neces- 
sary for the existance of the new colony, 
may be carried on, this swarm is composed 
of both old and young; else there would 
either be no foragers to gather honey if all 
were young, or no nurses and comb build- 
ers if all were old. ‘The old queen always 
accompanies the swarm and is at once 


are got ready to receive them, in order 
that the colony may be constantly kept in 
working order and condition. Mark ain 
the wisdom of the all wise creator. ho 
ig there of us, who can for an instant doubt 
bis power and goodness. This new swarm 
when put into a new hive, at once makes 
its location, and for ever afterward goes 
regularly to and from it, although it may 
stand only a few feet distant from its old 
home. it makes no mistakes, but seems as 
much attached to, and as ready to defend 
its new home, as“it ever was its old one. 
In the old hive a somewhat different state 
of things exist. The old queen has gone 
with the swarm, taking of course no brood, 
while the old colony is left with a just 
hatched, or hatching queen, or the mans 
of forming one. Of the process of forming 
queens, I shall speak in another portion of 
tnis series. In a few days afterthe young 
a hatches, she takes her marriage 
ight, meets and mates with a drone, or 
male bee, and then returns to the hive to 
be installed as reigning monarch in place 
of her royal highness that has left. The 
question of after swarms will not be dis- 
cussed in these articles, as they must 
necessarily be too brief for that purpose. 
The reader who is anxious to learn partic- 
ulars in detail, is refered to some one or ail 
ofthe many excellent works on bee cul- 
ture; and on this question of swarming, 
more information can be obtained from the 
Rev. L. L. |.angstroth’s work, called the 
“Hive and Honey Bee,” than from any 
other work extant upon the subject. 
Natural swarming is not allowed to any

16 bushels; from one of spring wheat, 32 
bushels; from 2 ounces of oats, 42 pounds, 
and from one white bean 176 pods and 1079 
beans. He keeps 26 colonies of bees. ‘Che 
mother, 80 years of age, lives with them, 
and is as smart as any of them.

Oorresponden sts’ Notes and Queries. 


R. R. Reynolds of Fort Fairfield, with 
whom I spent the night recently, gave me 
some account of his farming operations, 
which may be of interest to some of your 
readers. His farm consists of 175 acres, 
situated about 2‘¢ miles from Fort Fairfield 
village. ‘The soil is a rich, dark loam, well 
adapted to raising wheat. Mr. Reynolds 
has had considerable experience in wheat 
culture, being 15 years since he to 
raise wheat for himself, often raising 30 
bushels per acre. For several years he has 
raised the Lost Nation variety, which has 
always done well with him, but recently he 
has raised the White Russian, and thinks it 
is a choice variety. He raised a very nice 
crop of White Russian this year, from 31¢ 





‘|acres, which is not threshed yet. As a 


general thing he has not used any manure 
atall. The land sowed to wheat was usu- 
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land free from foul seed and weeds. 


After 
it is sown it should be harrowed only 
enough to cover it. Mr. Reynolds uses the 
La Dow or dise pulverizing harrow, which 
he believes to be one of the best. In har- 
vesting he never puts his wheat into the 
barn until the kernel is hard and fit to 
grind, and rarely fails of raising wheat that 
makes good flour. K. 


The farmers about here have taken ad- 
vantage of the dry weather this fall, to 
drain wet land and sink wells. They have 
done more fall plowing than usual, and 
much dressing has been hauled out for the 
mowing land, and for use in planting next 
spring. This will forward the farm work 
very much next spring. A kind of green 
moss is working into our old mowing fields 
and running out the grass. It is my expe- 
rience that this cannot be eradicated by the 
use of top dressi Our best remedy is to 
plow up such fields, apply a good coat of 
dressing, and seed down again. There is 
much less wheat raised here than there was 
about eight years ago. Lost Nation wheat, 
almost the only variety sowed, has proved 
an uncertain crop. Is there any other vari- 
ety that produces well in Maine? A neigh- 
bor of mine uses rockweed asad 
for his apple trees, and he thinks with good 
results. He banks up the tree with it in 
the fall, and in spring draws it away from 
the trunk, leaving it under the tree asa 
mulch. Will others who have used it tell 
how they apply it, and with what resnits?

There were only five or 
six acres cleared, and only one ton of hay 
eut on the place. Now he cuts 60 tons of 
hay, has 75 acres cleared, raised this year 
400 bushels of oats, 2500 bushels of pota- 
toes, 18 bushels of beans. His two barns, 
one 40 feet square, the other 30x40, were 
crammed full. His land is very produc- 
tive; raised three crops on one piece with- 
out any manure, and it bore two crops of 
stout clover this year.

How to Elevate the Farmer and 
Farming. 





Essay READ BEFORE CAPITAL GRANGE 
P. oF H. IN AUGUSTA, NOV. 3, 1883, BY 
W. P. ATHERTON. 

In presenting this topic for your con- 
sideration, | can touch only upon a few 
leading principles, those which have the 
most important bearing, not deeming it 
proper or necessary to enter into all the 
causes which affect the farmer and his 
relations to mankind, and shall therefore 
leave much to be suggested or brought out 
by others. 

The tield is the world, and the farmer’s 
life is as wide as the world, and it is re- 
stricted to no one class, but is embraced by 
all, rich and poor, high and low, white or 
biack. ‘The position of the farmer and the 
conditions of his life, vary greatly in dif- 
ferent countries. No country, however, 
can exhibit such wonderful progress in 
mental improvement, in social standing, in 
financial success granted te the farmer, as 
is shown by that of our own; and yet there 
is abundant room for still greater advance- 
ment; a host of obstacles hedges the way 
and need to be cleared; pride, prejudice, 
folly, ignorance, want of contidence in him- 
self, these all cling to him like burrs to the 
stalk, which gave them birth. 

How then shall we elevate the farmer 
and his occupation? and by elevation, | 
mean to build-up, to improve his condition. 

The first requisite, then, i8 faith, faith in 
himself and in the nobility and security of 
his business. It may not require the sub- 
lime faith which sustained Columbus or 
Washington or Lincoln, nevertheless it re- 
quires a faith which shall remain unshaken 
through evil report and good report, 
through fire and flood, thruugh wind and 
storm, through devastations caused by 
drouth or insects, or even war itself. He 
must take the situation as itis, and the 
power to cope with all these evils, is in and 
of himself. He must be steadfast in his 
purpose with a strong determination to 
conquer and not fly from one thing to 
anotner, from sheep-breeding to stock- 
raising, from stock-raising to dairying, 
from dairying to poultry raising and from 
poultry raising to bee-keeping, simply from 
one or two failures. He must not fly from 
here to Aroostook, or to Florida, or to the 
great West, just because he feels like it, or 
because things go a little wrong. No! 
there must be good, sound reasons for a 
change. ‘'ake the farmer as he is right 
here in Maine, yea, right here in this 
county, and on many of these partially 
worn-out and rocky farms, and is there not 
just as much heroism and nobility of char- 
acter, nay more, incoping withthe difficul- 
ties right to hand, then there is in fly to 
those sections where nature is suppo to 
lavish her bounties with unstinted hand? 
The dullest blockhead can swing an axe, 
can fallatree and build a log cabin or 
break the prairie sod, and make him a 
“dug-out,” but it requires brains and 
plenty of them to increase the fertility of 
our pastures and mowings, to improve our 
stock and buildings and all our surround- 
ings. But the farmer can do it, and he is 
in a better position todo it here, than he 
would be in those countries where high 
rent has to be paid for the use of land. 
The stimulus may not be as great, but the 
opportunity is greater. 

‘The second requisite is closely allied to 
the first, and it is this: The farmer should 
always speak well of his profession, and 
this would naturally follow if he were 
thoroughly endowed with the first qualifi- 
cation, fur faith implies contidence, and if a 
man is confident that his occupation is a 
good one he will be inclined to say so, to 
take —— and pleasure in it, and to uphold 
and defend it against all aspersions. Noth- 
ing is gained by crying down one’s profes- 
sion. What should we think of a lawyer 
or doctor, or merchant or manufacturer, or 
any other business or profess man, 
who was continually belittling and degrad- 

his occupation by crying it down, by 
te everybody it was the meanest 
business on the face of theearth? We 
should think, and very properly too, that 
they were very unwise, but they seldom or 
never do this; on the contrary they have 
the utmost respect for their callings, and 
perhaps this is one cause of their success. 

In the farmer who tills the soil, the 

est and noblest of occupations, an 
occupation which has the seal of God’s 
blessing and approval upon it, this elevat- 
ing and enobling quality is seriously lack- 
ing. Ifa man dves not respect himself, 
how can he expect others to bestow honor 


ing idler, dawdling away his time on the 
street corners or at the village tavern; he 
is not the man who loves It, and who de- 
hfs land, stock of buildings; he ‘will ‘plant 
, or ; 
no fruit or shade and he will have 
no flower beds feel disposed 
ust as 
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age, when the march of improvement is 
constantly demanding new forms, and new 
methods, and while it is not wise to 
run after every new fangled notion and in- 
vention, it is equally unwise to shut our 
eyes to all improvements. 

Too many, alas! live in the past; they 
are wedded to the old-fashioned ways and 
methods, and are, consequently, extremely 
shy and suspicious of any innovations; and 
some go so far as to utterly refuse to touch, 
taste or handle anything that is new or 
progressive. 

Such persons need, like one of old, to 
have the cobwebs of prejudice and bigotry 
swept from their eyes, and a clearer vision 
presented of what is right and useful. Are 
we not commanded to till the earth and to 
make it blossom like the rose; and how 
shall we do it if we cling to our darling 
and yet antiquated notions and customs. It 
is impossible. 

What about those countries where prej- 
udice, exclusiveness, bigotry and a desper- 
ate clinging to old notions and customs 
prevail? What about their commerce, 
manufactures, agriculture and all their in- 
dustrial pursuits? Are they not, in some 
respects at least, behind the times? It is 
said that in some portions of Mexico, a 
large part of the farming is performed with 
the rudest implements, and that agricul- 
ture, so far as improved methods of cul- 
tivation are concerned, is one hundred years 
behind the age. the same may be said ol 
Japan, one of the most lovely countries in 
the world, where, although the people have 
been greatly awakened and interested in 
the outside world, and have opened the 
doors of intercommunication wonderfully 
wide of late,a great deal of pride, folly 
and prejudice still prevails especially in 
the interior towns and villages. Here there 
are no canals or railroads, and only the 
rudest and roughest ways of conveyance 
from point to puint. Men and women live 
but little higher or better than the beasts, 
and are made beasts of burden for the 
transportation of the commudities of the 
country. What shall elevate this people, 
and especially the tillers of the soil? 1 
answer interchange and adoption of new 
methods. 

What shall elevate the English farmer? 
What can elevate him except a thorough 
overturning of existing relations between 
him and the lord of the manor? The 
English landlord or lessee is not a free- 
hoider, nor can he be only to a limited ex- 
tent. The English foreman must live and 
die a foreman, and the English laborer 
must be contented with his jot and this 
usually is easily accomplished, for give 
him his bread and beer and his cot to sieep 
in, and he submits stolidly it not gracefully 
to the inevitable. 

Now the agriculture of that country is 
conducted upon principals of system and 
economy, nearly the most periect in the 
world, and yet they are principles, which, 
though permitting to considerable extent 
improved methods of cultivation, admit of 
but little or no change in the condition ol 
its peasantry. 

Not se the American. He is born a free- 
hoider, or, if not, property is easily trans- 
ferable or acquired. His is the right of 
possession, and he is limited only by his 
ambition and his means. And in this very 
freedoi of possession and independence o! 
thought and action lies the danger of the 
American farmer. He is either averse to 
or strongly tempted to overlook the ad- 
vantages to be gained by a perfect system 
and economy of management. And this 
brings me to the fourth requisite, system, 
system, SYSTEM. No true or perma- 
nent elevation vf American agriculture can 
be obtained without it. No rushing to 
new lands, uo skimming of old lands will 
avail; all success obtained through such 
make-shifts and expedients will certainly 
fail. He must take the situation as it is, 
and in the strength of his brain and heart 
redeem the land. No, the American farmer 
who would exalt his profession and raise 
himself in the estimation of his country- 
men must not be hampered by narrow- 
minded or bigoted notions, but be broad- 
minded and ciear-headed; yes, he must be 
teachable, too, willing to be taught by the 
observation, practice and experience of 
those older and wiser than himself. He 
must always seek to do the best he can, to 
raise the very best crops of hay and grain, 
of potatoes, corn and fruit, to produce the 
best wool and mutton, of beef and pork, 
that lie within his means and powers, al- 
ways aiming, of course, at a higher stand- 
ard of excellence. And this can be greatly 
augmented by keeping, so far as he can, 
a strict account with ali his operations. 
He may not attain to the perfect system of 
the merchant or manufacturer on account 
of the peculiar difficulties incident to all 
farming operations, but this he may do,— 
he can approximate it by careful study, 
strict economy, and a correct cash account 
of all articles and products purchased and 
sold, and labor employed. Just as the 
lawyer or doctor or merchant becomes 
eminent and elevates his profession by the 
best brain work, sd the farmer must de- 
vote the best powers of his mind and heart 
to the development and exaltation of his 
own calling. 

Finally, the farmer can elevate himself 
and his business by improving his sur- 
roundings, or, in other words, the environ- 
ments of farm life should be studied and 
cultivated. Selection of site, beauty of 
location, and the adornment of the same 
should enter into all our calculations as 
well as convenience and accessibility of 
buildings for crops and stock. Something 
more is required than a square box painted 
white and blinded green, crowded to the 
road and emblazoned in the sun, as a 
shelter, as a protection from the rude gaze 
of the world, as a home for the sou. hy 
not avail oneself of all natural advantages, 
of lake or river, of pond or distant ocean, 
of distant mountains or nearer hills, of ad- 
jacent valleys and of sleeping villages, or 
busy marts of trade, if such come in the 
way: The eye needs something restful 
and attractive as it looks out from the 
home; something beside cultivated fields 
and utilitarian crops and flocks, must catch 
the eye and come into the life, or the soul 
will be dwarfed and stunted. The eye of 
the traveller, nay, your own eye, as it ap- 
proaches your home must not take in all 
at one glance lest the effect be disappoint- 
ing, nor its beauty or the sweetness of its 
seclusion be seen at once, but learned by 
degrees. Therefore the dwelling or home 
of the farmer should be so designed and 
constructed as to afford the greatest con- 
venience and comfort as well as combin- 
ing the best natural effects, and so em- 
bowered with trees, vines and shrubs, 
that not more than half its beauty or utility 
shall be disclosed from any given point. 

It is not to be expected, and neither is it 
desirable that the farmer should ape the re- 
tired city merchant who basks in the pleas- 
ure and pride of cultivated forests, of wide 
and beautiful lawns, of flowing fountains 
houses, but this he can

Cast on seventeen stitches, knit across 
plain. lst row—Two plain, tover two, nar- 
row, four plain, tover one, knit three to- 
gether, one plain, tover one, one plai., 
vover one, narrow, tover one, two plain. 2d 
row—Tover one, narrow,,seam ali but last 
five stitches, knit those plain making no 
account of the second loop, that is, drop it 
off. 3d row—Seven plain, tover one, knit 
three together, one piain, tover one, three 
plain, tover one, narrow, tover one, two 
plain. 4th row like second. 5th row— 
Iwo plain, toyer two, narrow, two plain, 
tover one, knit three together, one plain, 
tover one, five plain, tover one, narrow, 
tover one, two plain. 6th row like second. 
7th row—Five plain, tover one, knit three 
together, one plain, tover one, seven plain, 
tover one, parrow, tover one, two plain. 
8th row like second. 9th row—T'wo plain, 
tover two, narrow, eight plain, tover one, 
knit three together, one plain, tover one, 
narrow, tover one, narrow, one plain. 10th 
row like second. llth row—Eleven plain, 
tover one, knit three together, one plain, 
tover One, narrow, tover One, narrow, one 
plain. 12th row like second. 13th row— 
{wo plain, tover two, narrow, six plain, 
tover one, knit three together, one plain, 
tover One, narrow, tover one, narrow, one 
plain. 14th row like second. 15th row— 
Nine plain, tover one, knit three together, 
une piain, tover one, narrow, tover one, 
narrow, one plain. 16th row like second. 

Knitted Comforter for Boy and Girl— 
Materials, two wooden needles, No. 8, 
wool of any desired color. Cast on seventy 
stitches, knit across plain. Ist roew—TIwo 
plain, then *tover one, slip one, narrow* ; 
repeat from star to star till only two 
stitches are left, knit these plain. ‘The first 
two and last two stitches are to be knit 
plain throughout and answer for an edge. 
When you slip one in this pattern you in- 
sert the needle as if about to seam. Every 
row back and for this like the first. Knit 
this way tilithe scarf in 14g yards long. 
Bind off loosely. ‘Tie in a tringe. 

Knitted Mats—Make three strips % of a 
yard long. ‘The middle strip is to be made 
of all colours as they come. ‘he two out- 
side strips all of one shade. An old flannel 
dress is good for the outside strips. Out 
the pieces two inches long and one-half 
inch wide, of woolen pieces. ‘lake strong 
wrapping twine and coarsest steel needles. 
Cast on thirty-five stitches, knit across 
plain. lst row—One plain, place a woolen 
piece between the needles; one plain, draw 
the end of the piece furthest from you be- 
tween the needles, so as to have both ends 
of the piece towards you, and held tight in 
its center by the second stitch; one plain, 
putin another rag as before, and 80 con- 
tinue to end of row. Nowa plain row, 
and every other row plain. Clip off any 
pieces that rise above the others. The 
mat may be lined.

CaSE WITHDRAWN. The case of John 
Winslow Jones against Charles P. Mattocks 
of Portland, has flatted out entirely. ‘The 


whole thing seemed to be a desperate effort 
of Mr. Jones to again obtain possession of 
a business which has prospered uuder the 
wise management of Gen. Mattocks, but 
which has only been attended with disaster 
to all concerned as conducted by Mr. Jones. 
Daylight was let in on the matter when 
the side of Gen. Mattocks was heard. The 
bill of complaint, tiled October 31, charged 
the appropriation of $100,000 by Mattocks, 
and that he had overcharged for his ser- 
vices as Trustee during the two years he 
has served in that capacity, and that he had 
wasted the property of the Winslow Pack- 
ing Company and the assets of J. Winslow 
Jones & Co. ‘Though the affidavit was 
sworn to by Mr. Jones as of his uwn knowl- 
edge that gentleman did not testify himself 
at the hearing, and produced but two wit- 
nesses, an expert accountant, and Frederick 
Jones, Treasurer of the Winslow Packing 
Company. ‘Ihe former testified from no 
exhaustive examination of the accounts of 
the firm, as his instructions had merely 
been to make certain computations from 
certain accounts, and when the accounts of 
the two companies Mr. Jones had formed 
were introduced, be testified to a balance of 
$80,000 being due Mr. Mattocks, and after 
deducting all charges and crediting all cash 
balances there should be still due Mr. Mat- 
tocks over $50,000. The testimony of Mr. 
Frederick Jones was also favorable to Mr. 
Mattocks, as it showed that he had saved 
the company $11,000 by reducing brokers’ 
commissions, and that of the about $800,- 
000 worth of goods packed during the past 
two years, nearly all had been sold, and the 
management of the trustee had been pru- 
dent and successful. ‘his evidence showed 
that Mr. Mattocks had taken hold of the 
affairs of the company ata time when all 
credit had been lost by two fuaiiures, when 
its lands and buildings, consisting of fif- 
teen corn and four lobster factories, were 
in the hands of a receiver, and the personal 
property held by attaching creditors and 
mortgages. About $80,000 was due to the 
farmers of the State for corn furnished by 
them in 1881, and $120,000 due to general 
creditors, and neither of these creditors 
were willing to have further dealings with 
Mr. Jones, nor the banks to advance any 
loans for the conduct of the business of 
the firm. With affairs in this condition, 
Mr. Jones induced Mr. Mattocks to bk come 
a trustee of the company and reorganize 
and continue the business. In the evidence 
tor the defence, 1141 shares of stock out of 
2096 issued by the Winslow Packing Com- 
pany to the creditors of J. Winslow Jones 
& Co., (limited) were represented, and in 
every cause the holders declared themselves 
satisfied with General Mattocks’ manage- 
ment. Of the 2300 creditors of the old 
company, 583 joined in expressing confi- 
dence in Mr. Mattocks and his management. 
The affidavit of H. K. Thurber of New 
York, whose firm sells from $5,000,000 to 
$7,000,000 worth of canned goods every 
year, showed that all the money advanced 
by his tirm had been advanced to Gen. 
Mattocks personally, and that of the $400.- 
000 advanced during 1883, the firm required 
the indorsement of Mr. Mattocks before 
the firm would extend its credit to the com- 
pany. Mr. ‘Thurber’s personal examination 
of the business under Gen. Mattocks’ 
management, led him to give him an order 
to pack 30,000 cans of the best grade of 
corn, to bear the private brand of the firm. 
The bank officials both in and out of Port- 
land stated that accommodations had been 
given to Mr. Mattocks, and that outside of 
him the Wioslow Packing Company had no 
credit at all, and that if he was retired 
from its management these accommodations 
would cease. At the Saturday afternoon 
hearing, Mr. 8S. C. Strout, counsel for the 
complainant, withdrew his motion for the 
appointment of a receiver and for an in- 
junction, and stated that if the counsel for 
the complainant had been informed of the 
true state of affairs they would never bave 
begun the suit.

ELECTRIC STORM AT SEA. One of the 
most curious phenomena to be experienced 
atsea isan electrical storm. The steam- 
ship “International,” lately arrived in New 
York from ‘Trieste, reports a strange expe- 
rience in this line. During the voyage she 
experienced a severe shock, supposed to 
have been caused by an earthquake shock, 
and also encountered two severe electric 
storms. At 1lo’clock on the morning of 
October 3, when the vessel was in latitude 
35° 18’, and longitude 50° 16’, the chief en- 
gineer felt a violent shock, which led him 
at first to believe that one of the boilers had 
exploded. ‘Two of the firemen rushed from 
the stoke-hole and cried out that something 
had exploded. ‘The officer on fhe bridge 
called down through the speaking-tube ask- 
ing what had exploded. The shock was 
felt throughout the vessel, and several of 
the crew said they heard a report like the 
discharge of a cannon. An examination 
showed that the boilers were all right and 
that the ship was not leaking. Had a sun- 
ken wreck been struck, the *:International” 
would have made considerable water. The 
captain and his officers think that the shock 
must have been caused by an earthquake. 
‘The sea was rather heavy at the time, and 
no unusual agitation of the water was ob- 
served. At8 o’clock the same night, an 
electric storm setin. lt was comparatively 
calm, but lightning flashed in all directions 
and lit up the sky as brightly as if it had 
been day. Only one peal of thunder was 
heard during the electric storm, which con- 
tinued for nine hours. On the night of Oc- 
tober 6, the ‘International’ encountered 
another electric storm. ‘This began at about 
10 o’clock and continued until 3 o’clock the 
next morning. Lightning flashes blazed in 
all directions. ‘The sea was not heavy, the 
wind was not high, and there was no 
thunder. Electricity ran down the rigging 
and along the railings. ‘The officers could 
feel it running down their arms. Their 
fingers frequently tingled as if they had 
touched a gulvanic battery. The sky was 
kept constantly ablaze during the whole 
sturm.
